A plea fopimmefiate action in the 
reforestation of the mountain areas 
of Los Angeles county, that were 
Gevastated by recent fires, was made 
at noon yesterday by R. J. Busch, of 
the Reforestation Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at the 
luncheon of the San Gabriel Valley 
Associated Chambers of Commerce 
in the Unien League Building. Mr. 


Buech urged that all commercial, 
and civic organizations join in dea!- 
ing with the problem of reforesta- 
tion, stating that reforestation i « 
part of flood control, but that its 
importance is being underestimated.

It ls probable that the com- 
mission today will act favorably on 
the appligation and instruct Deputy 
City Atterney Leach to prepere the 
necessary contract. 

This will mean that the transpor- | 
tation business between the main- 
land and talina island will be 
handied from Wilmington instead 
of San Pedro, which has been the 
mainiand terminal for many years.
